Examiner's Statement/Comment 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 7/23/10 has been entered. 

The amendment to the claims filed on 7/23/10 is acknowledged and has been entered. 

The declarations under 37 CFR 1.132 by Juan Botas, Huda Zoghbi, and others filed 
7/23/10 are acknowledged and fully considered. 

The objection to claim 2 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment filed 7/23/10. 

The rejection of claims 1-6, 9-12, 15-17, 21-26, 29-30, 32-35, and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention, is withdrawn in view of 
applicant's amendment filed 7/23/10. 

The rejection of claims 1-6, 9-12, 15-17, 21-26, 29-30, 32-35, and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Botas, US 
2004/0177388 in view of Roberts et al. (Journal of Leukocyte Biology, Vol. 68, pages 627-632, 
Nov. 2000), is withdrawn in view of the declarations under 37 CFR 1.132 by Juan Botas, Huda 
Zoghbi, and others filed 7/23/10, which is sufficient to overcome the rejection.

The provisional rejection of claims 1-6, 9-12, 15-17, 21-24, 25-26, 32-35 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-6, 9-12, 15-17, 21-24, 25-26, 29, 30-33 of copending Application 10/676,424, and the 
provisional rejection of claim 30 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 29 of copending Application 10/676,424, in view of 
Botas, US 2004/0177388, are both withdrawn because the instant application is senior to the 
copending applicationl 0/676,424, and the provisional double patenting rejections would have 
been the only rejections pending. See the MPEP 804 I.B.I. 

Claims 7-8, 13-14, 18-19, 27-28, and 36, previously withdrawn from consideration as 
being drawn to nonelected species, have been rejoined and fully examined. 

Claim 20, previously withdrawn from consideration as being dawn to nonelected 
invention, remains withdrawn as it is drawn to a distinct invention.
